Old Problem Will 
Never Be Solved 


The Niagara Falls Review .makes 
this comment: A writer in.a British 
newspaper suggests that wives of 
ministers as well as the ministers 
themselves should. be tested before a 
call is made to. any church and it 
opens up an old and great problem. 

We have known girls who have 
shied away from marrying ministers, 
though they liked the men them- 
selves, They had seen what some- 
times happens to ministers’ wives. If 
they dress too well, it is subject of 
comment, .if they don’t they are 
dowdy. If they take a lead in church 
affairs, they are trying to run the 
church; if they don’t they are criti- 
cized as lazy. 

We have never been able to see

1129 ENTRIES IN 
‘BARLEY CONTEST 


Preliminary lists of provincial 
committees show a total of 1,129 
entries in the Western Division of 
the $25,000 National Barley Con- 
test for 1947 sponsored by the 
brewing and malting industries. 

The entries are 106 fewer than 
in 1946. All. provinces show a 
slight drop, the biggest decrease 
in Saskatchewan. By provinces 
the number of entries are Mani- 
toba 486,’ Saskatchewan 286, Al- 
berta 357. The Alberta entries in- 
clude the Peace River District of 
British Columbia. 

Entries from the different pro- 
vinces last year were Manitoba 
507, Saskatchewan 336, -Alberta 
391. 

Chairmen of the provincial com- 
mittees have expressed the view 
that the competition this year is 
likely to be keener than last even 
with the smaller amount of en- 
tries. Most of the contestants 
appear to. be experienced growers 
Nearly all those who made a good 
showing in their regions in 1946 
have entered again this year. In 
1946 there was a_ considerable 
‘number of eliminations because 
growers had entered varieties not 
eligible in the contest or else had 
insufficient acreage. This year
